McMahon  said.  “In  other  words  before  ...  I  said 
what  I  felt. 

“A  lot  of  times  I  have  to  not  necessarily  lie,  but 
not  tell  the  whole  truth.” 

For  McMahon,  experience  has  told  him  that 
being  too  honest  to  the  media  means  “it’s  going  to 
incriminate  somebody,”  and  Jim  stresses,  “I  just 
don’t  want  to  make  any  more  waves.  I  have  another 
six  months  here  and  that’s  it.” 

Careful  quotes 

McMahon  realizes  that  even  when  he  makes  the 
NFL  he’s  going  to  have  to  watch  how  he  answers 
questions,  but  “at  least  the  majority  of  the  people 
that  are  going  to  read  it  aren’t  going  to  be  offended 
by  it .  .  .  it’s  a  different  world  out  there.” 

The  day  before  the  Utah  game,  The  Daily  Uni¬ 
verse  ran  a  question-answer  interview  with  McMa¬ 
hon.  McMahon  criticized  Utah  coach  Wayne  Ho¬ 
ward,  but  many  statements  were  cut  from  the  arti¬ 
cle  by  faculty  advisers  to  prevent  “throwing  gas  on 
the  fire”  before  an  emotional  game.

“I  think  they’re  classless  (Utah)  as  far  as  the 
coaching  staff.  There’s  probably  some  good 
coaches,”  McMahon  told  Universe  sports  writer 
Robert  Patton.  “I’ve  heard  it  from  some  of  their 
own  players  that  they’re  a  bunch  of  jerks.  You 
know,  when  your  own  players  start  talking  about 
you,  then  you’re  in  trouble.  They  were  surprised 
the  way  this  year  went  because  they  thought  he’d 
(Howard)  get  booted  out  this  year,  but  now  that 
they’ve  had  a  good  season  he’ll  probably  be  sticking 
around  some.  A  lot  of  those  guys  are  upset  at  that. 
They  don’t  want  to  play  for  him  .  .  .  We’re  going  to 
kick  their  butts.” 

After  Howard’s  resignation  McMahon  added, 
“The  only  thing  that  kept  him  there  the  last  three 
years  was  because  he  beat  BYU  in  ‘78.” 

Quiet  person 

The  irony  of  McMahon’s  quest  for  the  coveted 
Heisman  is  the  fact  he’s  basically  a  quiet  person 
who  would  rather  remain  anonymous.  Being  a  pub¬ 
lic  figure,  rumors  about  his  private  life  are  numer¬ 
ous.  He’s  heard  many  of  the  rumors  and  while  de¬ 
nying  them,  just  shrugs  and  says  “everybody  has  to 
know  about  everybody  else’s  business.
